VIOLATES TREATIES, 
IS ATTITUDE IN PARIS 


Brussels’ Big Debt to Holland 
Would Be Taken Over as 
Part of the Deal. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Negotiations are 
pending between Germany and Bel- 
gium for the possible cession to Ger- 
many of the border towns of Eupen 
and Melmedy for $1,500,000,000 
francs (approximately $40,000,000) 
thus involving the first possible vio- 
lation of the treaty of Versailles 
' and a direct rupture of the Locarno 
past, the correspondent was _ in- 
formed today from an authoritative 
source. The deal has not been con- 
summated, but it is understood that 
Belgium for some time has been 
considering the proposal of Ger- 


many to purchase these towns, 
which were given to Belgium under | 
the terms of the treaty which ended | 
the world war. | 
A vigorous protest by France is 
‘to be made, it was indicated in 
officials circles here today, where 
it was stated that France takes “a 
very grave view of the situation.” 
No official anncuncement has 
come from Brussels but informa- 
tion has been received from reliable 
sources in the Belgian capital that 
this radical proposal was made 
some time ago by Germany, and 
that the matter has been considered 
in Brussels. 
Known in Paris for Months. 
Inquiries among some French 
governmental officials today re- 
vealed that France has been cogni- 
gant of the German efforts to re 
cover the stragetic towns of Eupen 


and Nalmedy for some months, but 
apparently France has been moved 
to take up the matter with Belgium 
through diplomatic channels when 
she learned of the definite German 
proposal to cancel the large Belgium 
debt to Holland which some Ger- 
man banks would take over if 
Belgium would give up their border 
territory., 

It was frankly stated in French 
circles that such a deal would be 
an absolute contradiction of the 
terms made at Versailles—the first 
violation of the Versailles treaty. 
The French go even further in 
charging that if Befzium made such 
a move she would also be guilty 
with Germany of breaking the pro- 
visions of the Locarno treaty. The 
French say the Germans may offer 
the excuse that they were not a 
party to the Versailles treaty, but 
there is no excuse so far as the Lo- 
carno pact is concerned. One pro- 
vision of the Locarno treaty de- 
clares that western European 
boundaries established by the Ver- 
Sailles treaty must be maintained, 
and the French contention that 
since Germany signed this pact she 

‘has no right to dicker for any ter- 
ritory ceded to anybody, Belgium 
included. 

Peace Held Threatened. 


It is understood that in calling 
the gravity of the situation to the 
attention of the Belgians the French 
have pointed out that any rupture 
of the Locarno agreement would 
threaten the peace of Europe; also 
that any violation of either the Ver- 
sailles or Locarno treaties would 
constitute a dangerqus precedent 
which Germany might take ad- 
vantage of in the future. 

It is generally believed here that 
Belgium will not get very excited 
over any possible French protest 
if the other allies remain quiet. 

It was not admitted in so many 
words that an official protest had 
been made to Be!gium, an indication 
being given that the . matter had 
“been brought to their attention,” 
but it was frankly stated that 
French officials viewed the proposal 
most seriously, leaving no doubt tha‘ 
this French reaction had been re- 
layed to Belgium.

Bleriot, Who Made Trip in 
1909 in Tiny Plane, Is Air 
Sick on Second Woyage.

DESCRIBES AIR LINER 


Special to The Washington Post. 
London, Aug. 17.—Louis Bleriot, 
who crossed the English channel 
yesterday by air for the first time 
since he established the record as 
the first to fly across that strip of 
water in 1909, revealed here today 
that hé was working on plans for 
building an air liner to fly across 
the Atlantic ocean commercially, 
and establishing a New York-Paris 
air-passenger service within the 
next two years. 
Before fiying back to: Paris, M. 
Bleriot expressed the hope that his 


young son, who is becoming an air 


pilot, might fly the first of these ma- | 
} 


chines to New York. 

“The machine will be .a mono- 
plane,’ declared Bleriot, “‘a mono- 
plane with wings two meters deep. 
There will be a seating capacity 
who 
will have enough room to be com- 
fortably installed during the voy- 
uge. The engines will be in the 
fuselage, while between the engines 
the mechanics will be able to walk 
to and fro, attending the passengers 
on the voyage.” 

Not only would this plane have 
seating accommodations for passen- 
gers in the wings instead of the 
body, as at present, but it would 
not be. ‘‘amphibious,”’ Bleriot indi- 
cated. It would have four engines. 
If one engine gave trouble, a spare 
one would be used in its place. 

Bleriot estimated the cost of such 
a machine at 2,000,000 francs and 
said the tightness of the money 
market in France at present was 
preventing him from _ proceeding 
with his plans. 

Asked why he had not flown the 
channel since his history-making air 


4+ voyage seventeen years ago, Bleriot 


replied, ‘‘Because, until two years 
ago I consideret? that flying from 
Paris to London was dangerous.’’ 

Moreover, Bleriot confessed he 
got air sick while crossing the chan- 
ne] on this occasion.

ATTRIBUTED 10 WOMEN 


Alleged . Catholic Movement 
Linked With “Invasion” 
by Gen. Estrada. 


U. S. MAY SEIZE OTHERS 


Mexico City, Aug. 17 (By A. P.) 
The chief of the secret service, Jose 
Mascorro, declared tonight that his 
investigations have revealed that 
the plot for uprisings in various 
parts of the republic on Sunday last 
was largely organized by Catholic 
women and was definitely connected 
with the revolutionary movement 
of Gen. Estrada. 

The intention was, by means 
of simultaneous operations within 
and outside the country, to sweep 
Mexico into a revolution, he said. 

Chief Mascorro declared that two 
Catholic women prominent in the 
federal district, Senora Josfina No- 
voa and Senora Luz de Perchez, 
were leaders in the plot, with an 
equal number of men and women 
composing the executive board and 
district organizations. 


Los Angeles, Aug. 17 (By A. P.) 
More arrests in connection with the 
proposed revolutionary movement 
in Lower California—nipped last 
Sunday with the arrest of nearly 
200 men——-were imminent tonight. 

Warrants charging neutrality vio- 
lations are to be issued against the 
persons who ordered construction of 
two armored motor trucks for par- 
ticipating in the revolt, Lucien 
Wheeler, chief agent of the Depart- 
ment of Justice said. Department 
agents today identified these persons 
after uncovering another’ war- 
equipped truck in a Hollywood ga- 
rage.

According to dispatches reaching 
here yesterday in code and through 
diplomatic channels, President 
Calles of Mexico faces a new and 
grave danger from the fact that the 
federal army leaders appear to be 
turning against him on account of 
the religious issue. This, it is said, 
explains the importance which Mex- 
ico City attaches to the plot of Gen. 
Enrique Estrada in San Antonio, 
and likewise explains the feverish 
efforts now being made by the Mex- 
ican government to enlist the help 
of the United States in frustrating 
other plots near the border. 


At the same time the encourage- 
ment which Calles apparently is giv- 
ing to attacks on American Ambas- 
sador Sheffield and ta anti-Amer- 
ican propaganda while secretly en- 
deavoring to give satisfactory as- 
surances to the government of the 
United States is regarded here as in 
line with the usual Mexican pro- 
gram of attempting to gain support 
at home by implying that foreigners 
are interfering with the affairs of 
Mexico. In this connection it is 
noted that both President Coolidge 
and Secretary of State Kellogg are 


‘avoiding any move which would as- 


sist Calles in playing his game. 
Three Groups Feared. 


But the uncensored dispatches of 
yesterday indicate that. now the 
federal army is particularly worry- 
ing the Mexican president. This 
army is composed of three groups 
and the leaders are being subjected 
to powerful pressure to follow their 
own ambitions and restore Mexico 
to the traditional policies of past 
Mexican leaders. 

The outstanding army figure is 
Gen, Serrano, governor of the fed- 
eral district. He is a Catholic and 
disagrees radically with Calles’ re- 
ligious program. He has refused a 
position in Calles’ cabinet, because 
he disagrees with Calles’ com- 
munistic tendencies. He has been 
back only about two months from 
a two years’ trip to Europe, where 
he made a study of military and 
government problems. He passed 
three days in New York before re- 
turning to Mexico and at that time 
he made it clear that he considered 
communistic doctrines dangerous 
to his covgtry. 

Serrano is said to be ambitious 
but loyal to his chief up to. the 
point where he believes loyalty may 
be the undoing of Mexico. Whether 
he has reached the point of con- 
Sidering refusal to go along fur- 
ther with Calles or whether he is 
waiting until the time is ripe are 
the unknown factors in the situa- 
tion. Calles'‘is reported to be watch- 
ing Serrano’s every movement 
without the general being aware of 
it. Furtherfore, Serrdno’s command 
is full of men with pronounced re- 
ligious devotion, who have the 
image of. the Virgin inscribed on 
their rifles and whose wives and 
daughters believe they are among 
the victims of Calles’ decree. 

Gomez Sees Trouble. 


Another powerful military figure 
is Gen. Arnulfo Gomez,. command- 
ing the federal army at Vera Cruz. 
He is a Catholic and believes that

Paul Smiths, N. Y., Aug. 17 (By 
A. P.).—Frank B. Kellogg is ex- 
pected to continue in office as Sec- 
retary’ of State under President 
Coolidge. 

A published report that Mr. Kel- 
logg planned to resign soon, not 
only brought a direct denial from 
the Secretary himself at the sum- 
mer White House today, but a state- 
ment on behalf of the President that 
the report was unfounded and that 
he would regret very much to have 
the premier of his cabinet resign. 

Mr. Kellogg,. who has served the 
government for years, first in legal 
activities as an attorney, then in the 
Senate, then as Ambassador to the 
Court ef St. James, before. he suc- 
ceeded Charles E. Hughes in 1925 
as head of the State Department, is 
regarded by Mr. Coolidge as a very 
valuable member of the cabinet. 

And, with his experience and in- 
creasing knowledge of the depart- 
ment, it was said, for the President, 
he is becoming more valuable every 
day. 


Secretary Said to Be Well. 


As for Mr. Kellogg himself, he 
was said to be well, to be able to 
work hard and sleep well. 

With Mrs. Kellogg a guest at 
White Pine camp since Sunday, the 
Secretary of State will go'‘to Platts- 
burg tomorrew to make an address 
at the unveiling of a monument to 
Comrmodore Macdonough, of. the 
war of 1812. 

He will return here late in the 
day to remain a day or two and 
complete a report he is making to 
the President on some details of 
his office that have arisen since 
Mr. Coolidge left Washington for 
the summer. 

During the temporary absence of 
Mr. Kellogg, the President’ will 
turn to a consideration of other af- 
fairs and receive tomorrow from 
Julius Rosenwald, of Chicago, 
president of Sears Roebuck & Co., 
a report on business conditions. 

While President Coolidge is un- 
derstood to be devoting close at- 
tention to tentative plans for aid- 
ing the agricultural industry by 
obtaining a greater coordination of 
the agencies that extend credit to 
the farmers, little light has been 
thrown upon the program he has 
in mind.

Streitenberger said he had asked 
Mazer to come to his house to see 
a dog that was sick. 

“We talked for quite a while. I 
recall that my wife called down- 
stairs that it was nearly 1 o’clock 
and time to go to bed. Mazer left 
about five minutes after that—be- 
tween 12:50 and 12:55 a. m.”’ 

About an hour later Streitenber- 
ger said he was called’out for duty 
on the Mellett murder. 


Mazer Nearly Collapses. 
Cleveland, Ohio, Aug. 17 (By A. 
P.).—-Louis Mazer, alleged Canton 
vice lord, charged with the murder 
of Don R. Mellett, Canton pub- 
lisher, throughout hours of grill- 
ing today shouted defiance at his 
inquisitors. He stoutly denies any 
connection with the crime.

Lincoln, Nebr., Aug. 17 (By A. 
P.).—Donald Ringer, 19, the young- 
est person to receive the death sen- 
tence in Nebraska, today won his 
long battle for life when the board 
of pardons commuted his sentence 
to life imprisonment.

HONESTY CALLED ERROR 


Chicago, Aug. 17 (By A. P.) 
Dr. Effie L. Lobdell, noted woman 
surgeon, and a fellow of the Ameri- 
can College of Surgeons, was among 
nineteen physicians whose licenses 


to dispense liquor were revoked 
yesterday, it became known today. 

Dr. Lobdell said her license had 
been revoked ‘‘because I have been 
honest about it.’’ 

‘I issued several prescriptions for 
friends who were going traveling,”’ 
she said. ‘“‘Then I issued several 
more for culinary purposes—for 
cooking and making eggnog. My 
mistake, it seems, was in being per- 
fectly honest about it—-writing on 
the prescription exactly what I is- 
sued it for.’’ 

Declaring that physicians have 
always resented the act of placing 
the prohibition problem on their 
shoulders. Dr. Lobdell said she couid 
not see that liquor is more medici- 
nal today than it was before prohi- 
bition. She was informed when her 
books were examined, she said, that

BATH OF VIRGINIA DARE 


Sir Esme to Speak at the Un- 
veiling of Monument 
to Her Today. 


OTHER EVENTS RECALLED 


Roanoke Island, N. C., Aug. 17 
(By A. P.).—Statesmen of two na- 
tions, high church and military dig- 
nitaries and thousands of natives 
and visitors will unite tomorrow to 
commemorate the birth 339 years 
ago of Virginia Dare, the first Eng- 
lish child born on the American con- 
tinent. A monument is to be un- 
veiled at Manteo, marking the spot 
where the child was born. The prin- 
cipal speaker will be Sir Esme 
Howard, British Ambassador, who 
will speak from a rostrum erected 
under huge oaks near where the 
baby was christened the Sunday fol- 
lowing her birth. 

The unveiling, while it is to be 
the outstanding event of the observ- 
ance, constitutes only a part of a 
week set aside for the purpose of 
commemorating historic happenings 
at the now isolated spot. Here was 
planted for the first time the Eng- 
lish flag on the newly discovered 
continent. Here was born the first 
white child of English parentage, 
and here occurred the first Christian 
baptism, later to be followed by the 
disappearance of the entire colony 
from the face of the earth, and of 
which no trace ever has been found. 
It is to commemorate these events 
that a “home-coming week” is being 
held all this week with some special 
observance each day, 

Gov. McLean of North Carolina. 
who was expected to introduce Sir 
Esme, probably will be unable to 
attend. Representative Lindsay C. 
Warren, of North Carolina, whose 
efforts in Congress were responsible 
for a Federal appropriation for the 
Virginia Dare marker, will deliver 
an address of welcome and will in- 
troduce the distinguished guest if 
Gov. McLean is absent. Gov. Byrd 
of Virginia also was among those 
expected to attend, but it could not 
be learned tonight whether he would 
make the trip or not. 

Aside from the address of wel- 
come by Representative Warren and 
the address by Sir Esme, no speeches 
are scheduled.

Besides, the United States govern- 
ment has already had one experi- 
ence with the government of Mex- 
ico respecting the turning over of 
Mexicans charged with nonpolitical 
offenses. Gen. Demetrio Torres was 
turned over to the Mexican authori- 
ties near San Antonio about a year 
ago after the Mexican officials sol- 
emnly had assured the United States 
government that he would not be 
treated as a political prisoner. He 
was charged with a political offense 
and shot down within 24 hours after 
reaching Mexico. 

The Department of Justice is pre- 
paring to institute proceedings 
against the alleged filibusters under 
arrest at San Diego, Calif. The law 
prohibits using American territory 
as a base for expeditions against a 
friendly government.

Mexico City, Pay 17 (By A. P.). 
J. H. Grande, of Los Angeles, re- 
cently arrested on a technical charge 
of fraud on complaint of the Mexi- 
can Banana Co., has been released 
from jail.

.A BUSINESS BAROMETER. 


_ The periodical reports of the condition of 
the Federal Reserve banks are a fairly good 
“index of the general credit and business condi- 
‘tion of the country. There are four items 
of importance which measure this level of 
credit and business conditions—total invest- 
ments, total loans, total deposits and total 
money (Federal Reserve notes) in actual cir- 
‘culation. 

The last report of the Federal Reserve Board 
‘covering the condition of 698 reporting banks 
belonging to the reserve system, shows that 
‘total investments of the several banks were 
$5,612,309,000, an increase of about $130,000,- 
‘000 over the same period a year ago. These 
‘investments, or assets of the banks, are in 
‘government securities and other bonds, stocks 
‘and securities. The volume of these invest- 
ments rises and falls in response to business 
“activities. 

Total loans and discounts, that is, accommo- 
‘dations, last week were $14,109,807,000— 
about $8,450,594,000 being- on stocks and 
bonds. This last item was about $430,000,000 
‘above a year ago—not a good sign—but was 
$9,000,000 below a week ago. Commercial 
loans were $8,450,594,000, which was $90,- 
000,000 above’a week ago and $340,000,000 
above a year ago—a good sign. 

Demand and time deposits last week were 
about $18,681,000,000, which was a slight de- 
crease from a week ago and a year ago. De- 
mand deposits increased. 


. Federal Reserve notes in circulation last 


week averaged about $2,009,800,000, which | 


‘was about $100,000,000 more than a year 
ago. An increase in the volume of Federal 
‘Reserve notes, if normal and confined to com- 
mercial business, is a sign of health. The Fed- 
‘eral Reserve banks are reservoirs of credit, 
and the four main items in every report of the 
‘Federal Reserve Board serve as a barometer of 
the general business of the country and the 
movements of credit upon which business de- 
‘pends.

ITALY HARD AT WORK. 


Nothing would please the average Ameri- 
can more than to learn that all European 
countries were actively at work, with optimis- 
tic spirit, with peace established and produc- 
tivity restored. The disabilities of Europe are 


not a matter of gratification in the United 
States. On the contrary, the never-ending tale 
of misfortunes and hardships coming from 
Europe acts as a damper upon travel and com- 
mercial intercourse, and unquestionably dis- 
suades. American interests from undertaking 
new enterprises in the Old World. But the 
activity of Italy is in sharp contrast with the 
situation in other parts of Europe, and may be 
justly regarded as a strong factor in enlisting 
the sympathy and cooperation of Americans. 
Col. Edward Clifford, former Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, who has just returned 
from a motor trip through Italy, thus describes 
conditions: 

I was astounded at the industry of the 
people of Italy. The old song, “Every- 
body Works but Father,”’ is not sung in 
Italy. Father is working, and so is 
grandfather and great-grandfather and 
the boys and girls, noblemen and peas- 
ants, all ages and all classes. Idleness is 
acrime. The eight-hour day has been ex- 
tended to nine. There are no strikes and 
no labor disputes. 

“Order, discipline and work,”’ is Mus- 
solini’s motto. And it is having its ef- 
fect. We must cease to regard Italy as a 
country only of the past. United Italy. is 
a nation of the future. Though poor in 
material resources, it is rich in the poten- 
tialities of its law-abiding, frugal and 
happy citizens. Capital is needed. Italy 
offers a fine,opportunity for American in- 
vestors. The Italians of all classes re- 
spect and admire Americans. Americans 
who go to that sunny land meet a cheer- 
ful welcome and are treated with kindly 
courtesy. 

Mussolini’s dictatorship evidently appeals to 
the Italian people. They needed a leader, and 
having found him they gladly confer power 
upon him. If he continues his policy of 
‘‘order, discipline and work,’’ while avoiding 
imperialistic adventures, Italy doubtless will 
find full and profitable employment within its 
proper field. It should be the commercial and 
financial mistress of the Mediterranean basin, 
and its manufacturers and traders should hold 
the markets against all competition. 

Peace production, and not territorial expan- 
sion schemes, will transform Italy and- enrich 
its people. They are energetic, artistic and 
inventive. They deserve a government such 
as Mussolini is establishing, in which individ- 
ual and national industry has full opportunity 
to produce wealth. Italy’s material resources 
will prove to be far greater than is commonly 
imagined, if the energies of the people can be 
directed to their development without mis- 
government and without rumors of war. 


MORE PER ACRE. 


Economistspof the Department of Agricul- 
ture have net studying the question of the 
nation’s futur@ food supply, to determine how 
much the crop,yield per acre can be increased 
by means of modern methods. 

It is discovered that crop yields per acre in 
the United States have been increasing stead- 
ily for the last 40 years. The heavier total 
production is due more to increase per acre 
than to increase in acreage. 

A study of the period between 1920 and 
1924 reveals the fact that about 400,000,000 
bushels of corn, 120,000,000 bushels of wheat, 
165,000,000 bushels. of oats, and 115,000,000 
bushels of potatoes, or a total of about 800,- 
000,000 bushels, were produced in 1924 over 
the production in 1920, due entirely to inten- 
sive production and improved soil fertility. 

The increase of production per acre will de- 
pend largely upon the prevailing average 
price of the leading farm products. Rising 
prices will naturally result in intensified cul- 
tivation and more generous and scientific res- 
toration of soil fertility.

“NOTHING DOING.” 


The circuit court of appeals of the Sixth 
district has rendered an opinion to the effect 
that a subcontractor can not collect damages 
arising out of possible profits cut off and sus- 
pended by cancellation of a war contract. 

The substantial question involved in the 
case was whether under the provisions of the 
act of June 15, 1917, and the “emergency 
shipping fund’’ provisions of the act of Oc- 
tober 6, 1917, a contractor under agreement 
to supply lumber for Shipping Board vessels 
could recover for possible profits lost because 
the war ended and the contract was annuled. 

The court decided that the Shipping Board, 
through the Fleet Corporation, had the power 
to make the contract and to suspend the same, 
upon making just compensation. ‘‘Possible 
profits,’’ the court decides, do not come under 
the head of ‘‘just compensation.” 

Such cases are relics of the world war. The 
shipping experiences of the government during 
the world war cost the taxpayers something 
like $3,000,000,000. That is enough. 


A NEW MOTOR FUEL. 

Reports of the production of a synthetic 
motor fuel by German scientists will be of in- 
terest to the motor world. Manufacture of the 
fuel appears to be so practicable that active 
negotiations have been entered. into by fuel 
interests in this country and Great Britain 
to obtain production rights from the German 
dye trust. Although details of the process are 
being guarded, it is presumed that the new 
fuel ig obtained by a coal distillation process. 
Recently the capitalization of the German. dye 
trust was increased, and in London the opinion 


prevails that the additional funds were re- 
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quired | to enter into immediate commercial 
production of the fuel. 

With the oil supplies of the country dimin- 
ishing there have been made mary attempts, 
stimulated also by the high price of gasoline, 
to produce satisfactory substitutes. Some time 
ago the Ford Motor Co. engineers experi- 
mented successfully with the production of 
benzol. This is produced from shales, of which 
there are large deposits in many Western 
States, the product being used as a mixture 
with gasoline rather than as a straight sub- 
stitute. Naval experts have also been highly 
successful in mixing denatured anhydrous al- 
cohol with gasoline, in the proportion of three 
parts alcohol to seven parts gasoline. The 
result has been a stretching of gasoline supply 
without sacrificing any power. 

It is understood, however, that the German 
experiments are along totally different lines, 
and that the substitute is a complete motor 
fuel of itself. If it turns out to be practical, 
and can be utilized without further attach- 
ments to the engine, it will prove a great boon. 


PERSHING AND THE LEGION, 


A few weeks ago George Washington Post 
No. 1, the pioneer post of the American Legion, 
officially and unanimously indorsed Gen. John 
J. Pershing, one of its charter members, for 
national commander of the American Legion. 
Delegates to the next departmental convention 
to be held August 27-28 were instructed to 
present his name, and to make a canvass of 
the convention to make certain that his name 
will be presented to the national convention in 
Philadelphia next October. It is hoped that 
Gen. Pershing will be elected by acclamation. 

George Washington post is to be congratu- 
lated upon taking the first step in this matter. 
The next commander of the legion will be 
the leader of the “expeditionary convention” 
to be held in September, 1927, in France. ‘Ten 
years ago Gen. Pershing led a great army to 
Europe. It would be very appropriate for the 
same commander to lead another great army 
in a peace-time invasion. 

This association of former service men is still 
in its formative stage, 
offered to able men in its leadership is un- 
limited. Aside from the sentimental consider- 
ation of promoting better relations between 
France and the United States by means of an 
expedition to that country, the possibilities of 
the legion in fostering good citizenship are 
such as should appeal to Gen. Pershing. 


AIR MAIL CONTRACTS. 


Charles Dickinson, operator of the air mail 
contract route between Chicago and St. Paul 
and Minneapolis, has notified the government 
that he wishes to relinquish his contract. Giv- 
ing the customary 45 days’ notice, he says that 
his enterprise, so far, had been operated at a 
large loss, and that all air mail lines are losing 
money. If true, this is undoubtedly a serious 
situation. 

There was an unfortunate tendency on the 
part of commercial aviators at the time the 
Kelly bill was passed to consider it a direct 
aviation subsidy, sugar-coated for the benefit 
of the constituents back home. To a very 
minor degree this may have been true, in that 
the bill was designed to encourage commercial 
flying. In the larger aspect, however, it sim- 
ply provided the Postoffice Department with 
the necessary authority to make. contracts. 
Instead of being subsidies, air mail contracts 
are purchases by the government of postal 
transportation. 

No air mail line can be run at a profit today 
with only the income from the government. 
The use of air mail is not yet extensive enough, 
especially on the feeder lines. But the growth 
of air commerce is assured, and air mail con- 
tracts, now unprofitable, will be in sharp de- 
mand.

Maybe there are advertising men who do not rise above this con- 
fidence-man philosophy of their profession. 

If there are such men in the business of advertising, it is a case of 
the littleness of the man libelling the largeness of the mission. 

The nature of the advertising profession is such that the advertising 
man is challenged to a wide knowledge of men and of materials, if he 
is to be more than a peddler of epigrams. 

The advertising man is a liaison officer between the materials of 
business and the mind of the nation. 

He must know both well before he can serve either wisely. 

I do not know another servant of the business world who daily faces a 
greater challenge to social statesmanship than the advertising man. 

Facility in framing slogans is only one of the minor tools in the 


advertising man’s kit. 


He must study much in order to say little, if he is to say it effectively. 
He must know the social order thoroughly before he can serve the 


business order thoroughly. 


The tone and temper and economic health of the social order is the 
soil in which the business enterprises must grow. 

Upon the thinness of fertility of that soil the success or the failure 
of the advertising man’s adventures must largely depend. 

The business order and the social order are too intimately related 
for the advertising man who aspires to be more than a tricky tradester 


to tear them apart in his thinking. 


The really great advertising man knows that a good business cannot 
be permanently maintained in a bad civilization. 
And this is why the great advertising man must be a statesman as 


well as a salesman. 


Then, too, the really great advertising man must be as much inter- 
ested in increasing the sanity of consumption as in increasing the size 
of consumption, for great businesses are not built upon fads that are 
worthless and passing, but upon appetites that are worthy and per- 


manent.

A Good Word for the Cop. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: 
[I note with considerable satisfac- 
tion that the commissioners have 
stated publicly that they are be- 
hind the head -of the police de- 
partment who demands that police- 
men ‘shall be courteous at all times 
and that they shall not roughly 
handle ‘‘suspects.”’ 

May it not be equally advisable 
for the commissioners and the head 
of the police department to stand 
behind the policemen in publicly 
declaring that policemen are en- 
titled to the same courteous treat- 
ment from the public? 

The position of a police officer ig 
as respectable and honorable as 
that of any other officer of the gov- 
ernment—and as important. He is 
the visible evidence of the rule of 
law, because of his immediate and 
intimate contacts with the public 
under the most trying and unfav- 
orable circumstances, where “snap 
judgment’’ must be exercised in 
many instances. He has not the 
time to weigh pro and con, nor has 
he the setting of a mahogany desk 
in a specially equipped room to im- 
press those whom he meets at the 
crucial moment. 

I understand that the ‘‘bobbies” 
in Great Britain do not carry ‘re- 
volvers except when ‘on special or 
dangerous details; but I further 
understand that the ‘“‘bobbies’’ in 
Great Britain are backed up by un- 
sentimental heads of police depart- 
ments and court officers, and that 
the citizen who treats the ‘‘bob- 
bies” with discourtesy jis subject to 
the hazards of a fine or imprison- 
ment with no allowance for ‘‘good 
behavior.” 

The obligations of the citizen 
are less onerous than that of the 
policeman, and his duty less diffi- 
cult to perform than that of a. 
peace officer. If the police officer 
gets .a “square deal’’ from. the 
citizen, his job would be about 
like that of the hero in a movie.

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GAINES 15 UNSHAKEN 
IN DENYING HE BEAT 
DAUGHTER TO DEATH 


Seattle: Man Replies Calmly 
to Questions, Explaining 
Relationship. 


SAYS GIRL HELPED HIM 
AS HE DRANK HEAVILY 


Contradicts Witness Who Said 
Accused Man’s Car Was 
Near Murder Scene. 


Seattle, Wash., Aug. 17 (By A. 
P.).—Wallace Gaines, on trial here 
as the accused slayer of his daugh- 
ter, Sylvia, 22-year-old Smith col- 
lege graduate, denied on the wit- 
ness stand today that his automo- 
bile was parked near the _ spot 
where she was slain the night of 
June 16. The testimony was given 
to repudiate the story of Harry 
Wurster, an automobile mechanic, 


who testified Friday for the prose< 


cution that he knew the car well 
and that he recognized it the night 
of the tragedy when, he said, it 
stood 50 yards from where Miss 
Gaines was beaten and choked to 
death on the shore of Green lake, 
in this city. 

Gaines swore that about a week 
before Miss Gaines was slain, he 
and she stopped at about the place 
and purchased sodas while return- 
ing from a drive. 

Explaining stains of blood on a 
shirt of his, the defendant told the 
jury he had cut his thumb and that 
he kept cigarettes in a pocket near 
which the marks occurred.

he declared himself a light drinker 
before his military service. 

In his early srbtieamstaation | 


Prosecutor Colvin failed to shake 
Gaines on his version of any detail. 
The defendant calmly answered 
each question, using about the 
same words he had in direct exami- 
nation. 

Colvin questioned him particu- 
larly 
Green lake, near which the girl 
was killed and his knowledge of 
Sylvia’s acquaintanceship with 
young men. Gaines had previously 
said Sylvia had no men friends so 
far as he knew, except that she 
was writing to Thomas Lowe, for- 
merly an instructor in the Massa- 
chusetts School of Technology. 

Gaines’ explanation of an acci- 
dent in a park near his home when 
policemen testified they found him 
and Sylvia early one morning 150

In a Hotel Together. 


Gaines testified that November 
24, 1925, he registered at a hotel 
for himself, wife and Sylvia; that 
Sylvia went to bed and he sat up all 


night, drinking and smoking, wait-' 


ing for his wife, for whom he had 
sent a messenger. 

“At 7 or 8 in the morning Sylvia 
woke up and helped me go to bed,” 
he testified. 

The next thing he remembered, 
“the maid woke us up and said 
she wanted to make the room.” 
Sylvia ‘‘was lying on the bed,” 
dressed, he said, adding ‘‘she prob- 
ably had been caring for me.”’ 

His wife shot herself shortly 
after Thanksgiving because of a 
quarrel over drinking and a threat 
that he and Sylvia would leave, he 
explained. 


Repeats Alibi for Day. 


Gaines said that just before her 
death his daughter had decided to 
go to Massachusetts, because her 
“stepfather in Boston had been out 
of work, sick.’’ The witness and 
the girl’s mother, now Mrs. H. E. 
Maynard, of Lynnfield, -Mass., sep- 
arated seventeen years ago. Gaines 
said that a promise by William A. 
Gaines, brother of the defendant 
and chairman of the King county 
commissioners, to obtain work here 
for Sylvia,.caused a change in the 
plans. 

He repeated a narrative of previ- 
ous witnesses of the way he passed 
the day of the tragedy.

Volume of Retail Trade in U. 
S. Is Running Ahead of 
1925, Banner Year. 


PROSPERITY UNBOUNDED 
IN SOME SPECIAL LINES 


Sales of Cigarettes 12 Per 
Cent Greater Than in 1925; 
Orders Press Factories. 


By WILLIAM P. HELM, Jr: 


The man behind the counter, Fed- 
eral reserve figures show, was pus- 
ier and made more money the coun- 
try over during the first seven 
months of 1926 than during any 
other corresponding. period in our 
history. 

Volume of retail trade through- 
out the United States is running 
from 5 to 6 per cent ahead of the 
banner volume of last year, the 
board’s survey shows. Only two 
districts, Cleveland and Minneap- 
Olis, fail to show a material in- 
crease over the same period last 
year. Those districts beat last 
year’s record but by emaller per- 
centage of increase than other dis- 
tricts. 

Nothing appears on the bysiness 
horizon to warrant the belief that 
there will be a decrease in retail 
trade during the balance of the 
year. Govefnmental ande private 
business forecasters have an- 
nounced their belief that the pick- 
up during the rest of 1926 will be 
even greater than during the first 
seven months. 


May Exceed all Years. 


If this optimistic prediction comes 
to pass, 1926 will ring up a bigger 
total of sales on the nation’s cash 
registers than any other year. In 
some sections, retail trade went 
over the top last month with an 
extraordinary push. Notable was 
the Chicago district, where the vol- 
ume of sales reported to the Federal 
Reserve Board by department and 
chain stores and mail order houses 
increased nearly 11 per cent over 
sales during July, 1925. In other 
words, for every $100 in sales dur- 
ing July, 1925, the reporting retail 
establishments in the Chicago dis- 
trict averaged $110.80 in sales 
during July, 1926. 

In the St. Louis district the in- 
crease in retail sales last month 
over sales in July, 1925, averaged 
more than 9 per cent; in the Dallas 
district it was nearly 9 per cent; in 
the New York district, 6.2 per cent; 
San Francisco, 5.5 per cent; Phila- 
delphia, 5.4 per cent; Atlanta, 4.9 
per cent.; Minneapolis, 4 per cent; 
Boston, 3.5 per cent; Richmond, 
3:4 per cent; Kansas City, 1.9 per 
cent, and Cleveland, 1.4 per cent. 

Sears, Roebuck and Montgomery 
Ward & Co., the two outstanding 
mail order houses, sold $114.60 
worth of merchandise during last 
month for every $100 worth sold 
during July, 1925, the latter month 
having been the highest July on rec- 
ord up to the present year. 


Highest July on Record. 


The five leading chains of 5 
and 10 cent stores sold $112.10 
worth of goods last month for every 
$100 worth sold in July, 1925, the 
Federal Reserve Board states. And 
July of last year was the highest 
July on record up to 1926, for vol- 
ume of sales. 

For the first six months of 1926 
here are some of the increases re- 
ported by big systems of chain 
stores and mail order houses over 
the same period of 1925, which had 
hitherto been the banner first half 
of any year. 

Sears, Roebuck sales increased 
from $118,000,000 in 1925 to $126,- 
600,000 in 1926, or more than 7 
per cent; Montgomery Ward from 
$82,426,000 to $95,217,000, or 15.5 
per cent; F. W. Woolworth from 
$101,296,000 to $107,198,000, 
nearly 6 per cent; S.S. Kresge from 


$44,655,000 to $49,837,000, or 
11% per cent; J. C. Penny from 
$35,669,000 to $46,075,000, or 29 
per cent; National Tea from $22,- 
626,000 to 26,466,000, or 17 per 
cent; F. & W. Grand from $3,249,- 
000 to $4,402,000, or 35% per 
cent: Peoples Drug from $2,562,000 
to $2,838,000, or 10.7 per cent; Da- 
vid Pender from $3,862,000 to $5,- 
039,000 or 30.4 per cent and First 
National Stores from $25,979,000 to 
$29,453,000, or 13% per cent. 


Break All Recdrds. 


The first five months of the cur- 
rent year broke all records for 
these and other mammoth retail 
and mail order establishmants. Dur- 
ing June there was somewhat of a 
lull, the figures, taken from the 


companies’ own books, show. Not}. 


more than half of the/reporting 
companies showed a greater volume 
of trade in June, 1925, than in 
June, 1926. During July, how- 
ever, contrary to all seasonal form, 
sales picked up again, on the av- 
erage, at a high rate. 

During the early months of the 
year, footwear and apparel accum- 
ulated, a drug on the market, in 
many retail stores because of the 
retarded spring and _ inclement 
weather. In June and July, how- 
ever, these two lines of merchandise 
began to move in greater volume. 
With seasonable weather during ths 
remainder of the year, 1926 prob- 
ably will set a record of total sales 
much higher than during any year 
in the past. 

In some special lines, prosperity 
appears to be unbounded. At the 
beginning of 1926, a survey by the 
Standard Statistics Co., of New 
York, discloses, there were in use 
throughout the United States 116,- 
000 electric refrigerators. Dur- 
ing the first six months of 1926, 
more than 250,000 additional elec- 
tric refrigerators were sold. One 
company alone claims to have more 
than 200,000 of its various models 
now in use. By the first of Octo- 
ber, it is estimated, 300,000 such 
devices will have been manufac- 
tured and sold this year. 

Manufacturers are hard pressed 
to meet orders. They figure, at 
the moment, that there is an im- 
mediate potential market now ex- 
isting for at least 2,000,000 elec- 
tric refrigerators throughout the 
country. 

The Delco Light Co., makers of 
the Frigidaire model, is now turning 
out 1,100 electric refrigerators a day 
and is building a new plant capable 
of turning out 50,000 a month. Ca- 
pacity operations have been reported 
by the Servel Corporation. Earn- 
ings of the Electric Refrigeration 
Co. were $4.09 per share of stock 
during the first six months of 1926. 
Its three constituent companies, Kel- 
vinator, Nizer and Leonard, report- 
ed net earnings of $5.09 a share 
during the first six months of the 
current year (before paying taxes), 
as compared with $4.32 per share 
during the full year 1925 and $3.09 
per share during the full year, 1924. 

Cigarette smokers are building up 
this year the highest net profits ever 
recorded for the American, R. J. 
Reynolds, and Liggett & Myers to- 
bacco companies, which control the 
five most popular brands of cigar- 
ettes. Sales this year have been 
nearly 12 per cent higher than dur- 
ing the same period last year. 


Big Typewriter Profits. 


The Remington Typewriter Co./ 


made 22 per cent more in net prof- 
its during the first three months of 
1926 than during the same period in 
1925. Orders booked by manufac- 
turers of steel office furniture dur- 
ing the first four months of 1926 
were $12,096,968, as compared with 
$10,405,135, during the correspond- 
ing period last year. The Rand 
Kardex Co. reported a 16 per cent 
increase in sales during the same 
period. The Shaw Walker Co. has 
had so much business that it has 
found it necessary to build a new 
factory. Fountain pen manufactur- 
ers state that sales this year are 
running far ahead of those in 1925. 

In almost every line the story is 
the same—an overwhelming increase 
in the volume of retail business this 


year over last.

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HE breakfast room, the terrace 
gy and the porch or sun room all 

seem to call for floors that 
are different from those found in 
the other rooms of the house. 

Many delightful effects are pos- 
sible with’ linoleum tiles set in a 
decorative pattern. The floor should 
be waxed when finished, and it will 
eventually acquire a delightful pa- 
tine. 

Cement and sand mixed 
right proportions make a 
flooring for « sun room or hallway. 
The cement may be lined off in 
blocks to resemble stonework, or 
painted in some interesting pat- 
tern. Before the cement becomes 
thoroughly dry select certain blocks 
and coat them with two or three 
layers of thick enamel paint, al- 
lowing each coat to dry wel] into 
the cement. Then go over the en- 
tire floor with a dark oil stain and 
finish with a final oil coat in which

When completed the 
floor can’ be given a coat of wax. 

Still a third effect can be got- 
ten by using cork tiles. These come 
in eight ineh blocks. Here and 
there at random insert a colored 
linoleum tile, in designs of ships, 
shells, dolphins, etc. -These motifs 
must be in scale with the room. A 
border of colored linoleum tiles 
will give the floor design a pleas- 
ing boundary. This type is espe- 
cially useful in houses of Spanish 
and Italian character, such as are 
being built in Florida and Califor- 
nia today. 

In laying such floors the secret 
of success lies in having them ab- 
solutely even. While the amateur 
might be able to do the work skill- 
fully, it is advisable to use a trained 
workman where intricate patterns 
are planned.

KNOTS ON THE NECK, 

YHE knots are also known as 

é kernels. Besides these, there 

is a long list of names. Tu- 
berculosis adenitis is one. Scrofula 
is another. King’s evil, still an- 
other. The very important ones are 
those due to infection with tuber- 
Cle bacilli. 

Dr. C. B. Gibson quotes an expe- 
rienced physician as saying that be- 
tween 50 and 75 per cent of all chil- 
dren attending dispensaries have 
knots in the neck that can be felt 
and that most of them are due to 
decayed teeth, enlarged tonsils or 
adenoids, stomach sores in the 
mouth, eczema of the face or head, 
or lice in the hair. 

If a parent feels small kernels in 
the child’s neck the chances are 
that infection with tubercle ba- 
cilli is not the cause. That is worth 
while knowing, since it is easy to rid 
the head of lice, curing eczema by 
changing diet is not difficult, taking 
proper care of the teeth or having 
them pulled is easy, and curing ton- 
sils and. adenoids is not exceedingly 
difficult. 

But getting around to tubercular 
infection of the neck glands, this is 
serious. It involves finding the 
source of infection in the first place. 
It may be necessary to kill off the 
family cow or to destroy a herd. It 
may involve boiling or pasteurizing 
the milk. And, finally, curing up 
tubercular glands is not a simple 
matter. In the days of old the only

He must have the rest, 
open air, regulated exercise and 
proper feeding treatment which has 
proven so helpful in consumption. 

Gland tuberculosis cases do not 
have to stay in bed for days as dc 
consumptive cases, but they should 
have long rest hours and exercise 
must be closely controlled. 


POTATOES PUT ON BURNS. 

W. W. S. writes that freshly 
scraped Irish potatoes is the best 
treatment for a burn. He scrapes 
the potato to a pulp and then cov- 
ers the burn with the wet pulp. 
When this has dried he makes an- 
other application of the same. The 
moist potato pulp excludes the air, 
relieves the pain and promotes heal- 
ing. 

Once he came home and found 
his son badly burned and crying: 
“‘O, papa, kill me! I can not stand 
it.”’ The boy’s mother got busy 
scraping potatoes. Soon they ap- 
plied the pulp. The pain was quick- 
ly eased and cure without suppura- 
tion or scar followed.

THREATEN LEAGUE 
INSTITUTE 15 TL 


Hungarian Counselor Charges 
Alliances Show Lack of 
Confidence in Body. 


JAPANESE DELEGATE 


Release of Atom. Energy Is 
Cited as Bringing Riches 
or Ruin. 


Williamstown, Mass., Aug. 17 
(By A. P.).—Regional agreements 
being made between nations in Eu- 
rope representing a continuation of 
the balance of power policy, is tend- 
ing to undermine the foundation of 
the League of Nations, J. Pelenyi, 
counsellor of the royal Hungarian 
legation, told the Institute of Poli- 
tics today. 

Recent fapprochements among 
the central European countries in- 
dicate that the new alignments are 
not necessarily along belligerent 
lines, he.said, but their establish- 
ment ‘‘as a second line of defense in 
case the league goes smash” hardly 
indicates a bona fide trust in the ef- 
ficacy of the league. 

The ‘‘yellow peril’’ menace, which 
some people believe exists in the 
Far East, was flouted as impossible 
by M. Saito, Japanese consul general 
in New York. 

‘‘Japan has come to a stage where 
she can forget war,’’ he said. ‘‘She 
has not only lived up to the dis- 
armament agreements, but is ready 
at present for further naval dis- 
armaments, while the militaristic 
character of the government is daily 
disappearing in favor of the forces 
that will allow Japan to turn her at- 
tention fully to the problem of feed- 
ing an increasing population on a 
constant land area exploited to its 
full capacity.’”’ 

Chemists, in their search for a 
means of releasing the energy of 
atoms and other radio active sub- 
stances, are leading toward either 
catastrophic destruction or unlim- 
ited riches for the world, speakers 
asserted at the institute. 


Riches or Ruin. 


Dr. Umberto Pomilio, Italian 
chemist, predicted that the secret 
of wresting energy from atoms 
would be discovered within the next 
25 years, and declared that the cer- 
tain progress of science toward re- 
leasing and harnessing radio active 
substance points toward either de- 
struction or unlimited riches. 

Sir Frederick Soddy, English 
chemist, agreeing that chemists are 
advancing along “the only road 
likely to bring success, at a rate 
which makes it possible that one 
day we will see its achievement,’’ 
iikewise warned that the discovery 
might be used to the detriment 
rather than the good of mankind. 
At any moment, he said, some one 
among the little group of research. 
ers might find the clew that is be- 
ing sought. 

“Should that day arrive,’’ he 
said, ‘“‘let no one be blind to the 
magnitude of the stake, or suppose 
that such an acquisition to the 
physical resources of humanity can 
safely be entrusted to those who in 
the past have converted the bless- 
ing conferred by science into a 
curse.”’ 

Volcanoes, along with the tiny 
atom, are also potential slaves to 
be put to work for mankind, Sir 
Frederick Soddy said. He pointed 
to the fact that Italy has harnessed 
her volcanoes and natural steam 
jets to develop power. Describing 
the vast energy that abounds in 
tides, plant life and the rays of 
the sun, Sir Frederick said the Sa- 
hara desert receives daily energy 
from the sun equal to 6,000,000,- 
000 tons of coal.

OIL MEN’S COUNSE 
ASSAIL WALSH ACT 


Declaring Law Unconstitu- 
tional, They Ask U. S. Ap- 


peal Be Dismissed. 


Charging that:the Walsh act is 


unconstitutional, a usurpation of 
the functions of the judiciary by 
the legislative branch of the gov- 
ernment in that it seeks—without 
repealing or amending existing 
law—to force the court to construe 
the law in accordance with the 
judgment of Congress and contrary 
to the time-honored judgment of 
the courts, counsel for Edward L. 
Doheny, Albert J. Fall and Harry 
F. Sinclair yesterday prayed the 
District Court of Appeals to deny 
the motion of special government 
counsel. to dismiss the special ap- 
peal allowed by that court last 
March, and set for argument Octo- 
ber 4. 

Counsel for the defendants, hav- 
ing demurred to the indictments 
and their demurrers having been 
overruled by Justice Wendell P. 
Stafford, in the District Supreme 
Court, appealed last March to the 
District Court of Appeals to review 
the action of the lower court. 
Granting the appeal, the Court of 
Appeals set October 4 for argu- 
ment. 

Meanwhile, Senator Walsh, of 
Montana, had Congress pass an act 
which directs the courts so to con- 
strue the law as to permit of no 
appeal from interlocutory orders in 
criminal cases. This law was made 
retroactive. Relying on that act, 
Owen J. Roberts and Atlee Pome- 
rene, special counsel] for the gov- 
ernment, Monday moved the dis- 
missal of the appeal with the asser- 
tion that under the Walsh act ‘‘it 
is manifest that the court now lacks 
jurisdiction of the cause.’’

WHEELER SAYS TINKHAM 
TRIES TO HIDE CORRUP 


Declares Charges as Ground- 
less as the Wet Cause 
Is Hopeless. 


HOLDS LAW IS FULFILLED 


(By Associated Press.) 

The demand of Representative 
Tinkham (Republican), Massa- 
chusetts, for prosecution of the 
Antisaloon league under the cor- 


rupt practces act brought from 
Wayne B. Wheeler yesterday the 
comment that Mr. Tinkham “has 
vainly tried for four years to get 
someone to take his alcoholic 
charges against the Antisaloon 
league seriously.’’ 

‘*These charges,”’ said the 
league’s general counsel in a formal 
statement, “are as groundless~-as 
the wet cause is hopeless. 

“Mr. Tinkham yells ‘stop thief’ 
to hide the corrupt, lawless activi- 
ties of the wets who back him,” the 
statement continued. “The Anti- 
saloon league has told the truth 
about its income and disburse- 
menty. If the wets were as frank, 
their budget would make the money 
spent by the league look like 30 
cents. 

Only a small part of the league’s 
income is spent for political pur- 
poses, and the law does not require 
that money spent for other purposes 
be reported. We have been com- 
plying with the Federal election 
laws longer than any other organi- 
zation. 

“The national league alone filed 
its reports until 1925, when the law 
was changed, requiring State or- 
ganizations to do likewise. The 
State leagues will comply with the 
law. Both by law and by Supreme 
Court decision it is not necessary 
to report primary expenses under 
the Federal statute. This can not 
be required by law without amend- 
ing the Constitution. 

“In the meantime Tinkham will 
continue to tinkle to detract public 
attention from his lawless support- 
ers, who are shooting holes in the 
Constitution in order to get a drink 
of poison liquor.”’

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CITY ASSESSOR TAKE 
REALTY BUYING TASK 


His Plan to Await the Return 
of Commissioner Rudolph 
Before Being Pushed. 


SAYS RICHARDS’ STAFF 
IS FITTED FOR DUTY 


Points to Loss of Assistant 
and Difficulty to Be Met 
by New Man. 


Lieut. Col. J. Franklin Bell, en- 
gineer commissioner, yesterday 
thought up a neat way to try to 
escape the embarrassment of not 
being able‘to buy school sites under 
the restriction imposed on _ their 
purchase by Congress. He proposed 
that land-buying for District pur- 
poses be transferred from his de- 


partment to that of the District as- 
sessor, who operates under the ad- 
Ministrative supervision of Com- 
missioner Cuno H. Rudolph. Mr. 
Rudolph is absent from the city. 

District officials generally have 
expressed the opinion that waat 
Congress sought, in forbidding pay- 
ment of more than 25 per cent in 
excess of assessed valuation for 
land, was not so much to hold down 
the sums paid for land as to in- 
crease the valuation of all District 
property for purposes of assess- 
ment. 

One of the effects of this would 
be to increase the tax bills of tax- 
payers without increasing the tax 
rate. Opinion has been expressed 
that another effect would be a 
tendency to perpetuate the $9,000,- 
000 lump sum contribution to Dis- 
trict expenses out of the Federal 
Treasury, instead of restoring a per- 
centage ratio division of the cost 
of local government. 


Praises Assessor's Office. 


Col. Bell did not say that his new 
plan was intended to jog the asses- 
sor in the matter of increasing val- 
uations. Neither did he state that 
he sought relief from a difficult 
job. Instead he complimented the 
assessor’s office. He said: 

“TIT am losing my assistant, Maj. 
W. H. Holcombe. He attended to 
the details of buying sites. It 
would not be reasonable to expect 
his successor, a new man in the 
District, unfamiliar with property 
values and neighborhoods, to be 
able to take up this work. On the 
other hand, Assessor William P. 
Richards has an efficient staff, ad- 
mirably suited for just this duty. 
His office is the logical place for 
such work to be done.”’ 

Maj. Holcombe has a reputation 
as. a go-getter and as a good bar- 
gainer. He has been unable to 
buy a single site since Congress 
tied up land purchasing with 
the 25 per cent clause, except one, 
for a police station, in which case 
the owner of the land was both 
well-to-do and public-spirited. 


Will Ask Lifting of Ban. 


Col. Bell would not try to shift 
such an awkward responsibility 
from the shoulders of one of his 
departments to one of a fellow com- 
missioner’s in the latter’s absence 
from the city. So he is holding up 
consideration of his proposal by 
the board until Commissioner Ru- 
dolph’s return, expected next week. 

There is also a plan for the com- 
missioners to join in asking Con- 
gress, at the winter session, to lift 
the restriction on the appropria- 
tions for buying sites, so that the 
development of the five-year schoo] 
building program may be resumed.

U. 3, BUILDING PROGRAM 
NERE {3 BEING DELAYED 


Removal of Center Market 
and Acquisition of Land 
Hold Up Start. 


SLOWLY CLEARING SITES 


There is little likelihood of get- 
ting a start this year on the Dis- 
trict’s $50,000,000 government 
building program, it was learned 
yesterday. 


It has been planned to award 
foundation contracts for the arch- 
ives and new internal revenue 
building this autumn but the work 
of clearing the property is moving 
slowly. 

In the first place, the question of 
what is to become of Center market 
is still to be settled and the gov- 
ernment has yet to acquire con- 
siderable property before the two 
buildings can be erected. 

It owns about three lots on the 
proposed site of the archives build- 
ing but owns none of the proposed 
site for the new revenue building. 
Both are in the vicinity of the 
market. 

Little trouble is expected in ac- 
quiring the outstanding property, 
and the government is not expected 
even to have to resort to condemna- 
tion proceedings, but the business 
houses now on the sites are showing 
a reluctance to make the first move: 
They intend to move, but no firm 
has yet shown a disposition to take 
the lead. 

Predictions that the building 
work will bring as high as 5,000 
men to Washington are discounted 
by Treasury Department officials. 
The increase in population, they be- 
lieve, will be unappreciable. 

They place the number of work- 
ers engaged closer to 2,000 and 
point out that they will be tran- 
sitory. As one class of workers fin- 
ish another will come in and take 
up their work, it is explained, and 
at no one time will the total num- 
ber of workers engaged on the 
buildings be on the job together.

In September, 1924, the Federa- 
tion of Citizens associations peti- 
tioned the commission to reduce 
local telephone rates. The company 
countered by demanding an increas- 
ed valuation of its property. Hear- 
ings resulted in a compromise 
whereby the valuation was increas- 
ed, but not enough to please the 
company, and the rates were order- 
ed reduced, but not enough to please 
the federation. 

An order was issued directing the 
company to reduce its unlimited 
residence telephone tariff from $5 
a month to $4.75, effective June 10, 
1925, and to increase the number 
of calls permitted on two-party lines 
for $2.50 a month, from 35 to 40. 

The telephone concern appealed 
to the courts to have the commis- 
sion’s valuation increased, and pend- 
ing the appeal, posted a bond to s&e- 
cure reimbursement of telephone 
subscribers if the court should sus- 
tain the commission and‘say that it 
should have oveyed the order and 
reduced the rates.

Call Isssued by Commission. 


The present call for a hearing 
was issued by the commission on 
its own initiative, without an ap- 
peal from citizens’ organizations. 
[t is said that the reduction, if any, 
to be ordered followng the hearing 
in September, may be another 25 
cents, to provide a monthly charge 
of $4.50 for unlimited residence 
telephones, and 45 calls for $2.50 a 
month on the two-party lines. 

This order, if issued, is expected 
to result in another lawsuit with 
the telephone bills still unlowered, 
but with the bond increased to gse- 
cure refunds to subscribers if the 
company eventually loses in court. 

The commission yesterday granted 
the petition of the Capital Traction 
Co. for permission to cease opera- 
tion of the Rock Creek Park’ golf 
course motorbus line. The secre- 
tary noted on the records of the 
commission the offer of the com- 
pany to give a bus to the golf con- 
cessionaire or to the director of 
public buildings and public parks 
if either wanted to pay the deficits 
of operation.
